Financial embarrassment of Union owing to Gunrdians not striking 
rates in sufficient time or enforcing due collection of rates whfen 
made. 

Neglect of Guardians as Rural Sanitary Authority to discharge their 
duties under the Public Health Acts. 

Proposal of Guardians to make insufficient rates. 

Unsatisfactory financial condition of Union owing to delay in making 
necessary rates and neglect 10 enforce their prompt collection when 
made. 

Unsatisfactory financial condition of Union, and neglect of the 
Guardians to enforce prompt collection of the rates.
